RUM SYNDICATE

This i» entirely commend- 
able- in many Instances but it is 
this outside work that causes the 
noat difficulties. More care should 
be taken in the places where a. stu- 
dent Is employed, and late hours 
and exhausting work should be dis- 
couraged."

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THE GAME OF BLUFF. 


Habit and tradition are powerful factors in the 


lives of nations as well as individuals. 


Just now the world is being reminded of that fact 


by the tempest which has been stirred up In the league 
of nations over the question of German membership" 
and enlargement of the council to include Poland and 
other nations. 
, 


The situation has been pictured as critical and 


justly so but at the same time It is probable'the pic- 
ture has been overdrawn. Its most melancholy side- 
light is the fact that France, Great Britain and Ger- 
many have revealed that the old brand of statesman- 
ship still has a place in old -world deliberations. The 
Locarno 'pact had instilled the hope and the faith that 
such was not the case—that in truth and reality a new 
order of things had been -ushered in through 
the 


agreements reached at the Swiss town. Locarno be- 
came a fact because the leading nations of Europe, 
which were partners in it, abandoned the traditional 
weapons which European statesmen have employed 
and placed their cards upon the table. They got down 
to grim facts at Locarno. They examined, the prin- 
cipal points of difference as they were and then pro- 
ceeded .to work out the agreements without resorting 
to bluff. 


A different situation, in sharp contrast, is pre- 


sented within the league itself. 


France is bluffing. Great Britain is bluffing and 


Germany is bluffing. They are stalling and playing for 
time in the hope of achieving certain advantages at 
the expense of each other. This spirit cannot furnish 
the basis for hopeful results. 
Settlements made in 


accordance with it. are never properly reached and 
cannot be expected to be enduring. The events which 
have been talcing place at Geneva violate the spirit

which is happening may be accepted as a sample of 
that which is to be expected then the league has 
indeed been carried close to the rocks.

But there is no reason to believe this temporary 


flareup will govern future deliberations of the.lefgue. 


On the contrary It is~more reasonable to expect 


that after the nations of Europe have had their by- 
play, they will get down to solid business. Old world 
diplomacy will have to conform to economic necessit- 
ies. 
The force back of the Locarno pact was an 


economic one. It is the same factor which will result 
In bringing Germany Into the league of nations be- 
cause Europe will have to fashion a sound and durable 
peace of long standing. Amicable and peaceful un- 
derstandings are Europe's greatest need. Let her 
statesmen mlH as much as they -want to, with their 
bluffs and counter-bluffs, but the plain fact is that 
sooner or later they -will have to get down to cold 
fact. When that time arrives the situation will be 
very much simplified. 


GUS MILLER'S ART CENTER. 


Nebraska taxpayers will no doubt be interested 


and pleased to learn that everything possible is bfe- 
ing done to help prisoners at the men's reformatory 
improve their artistic talents. There was a time 
when it seemed sufficient to teach men in penal in- 
stitutions a few simple trades, such as cooking, print- . 
ing, carpentry, making and repairing shoes, stoking 
furnaces, machine work, how to plant and cultivate 
crops, raise hogs, and milk cows, and perhaps a lit- 
tle bookkeeping and type-writing on the side. 
But 


nowadays more attention la being paid to esthetic and 
cultural development. 


An Omaha newspaper tolls about a talk made by 


Superintendent Gus Miller of {he state reformatory 
before one of the clubs In- that city, illustrated "by 
specimens of handiwork produced by inmates of his 
institution." One paragraph ^ead as follows: 


"Oil paintings done by an Inmate with only Itis 


fingers, and an old penknife, and ^skillfully executed 
weapons made outside of the classroom, to be used In 
attempt to escape, were included in Miller's collec- 
tion." 


Mr. Miller apparently takes 'a great deal of pride 


in the progress which his1 proteges are making in the 
higher arts. \How pleasant it must be as he sees In-his 
mind'B eye tfie graduates of his institution going out 
Into the world to write their names among its fam- 
ous painters, sculptors and the like! How much bet- 
ter this is than merely preparing them to earn a 
livelihood by the sweat of their brows toiling before 
the workbench or in the field! 


Surely, one who can paint pictures with his fingers 


and an old penknife ought not to be made to put in 
his time peeling potatoes, washing disTies, or mend- 
Ing footwear. Nor would it be fair to waste the tal- 
ent of a prisoner who has Ingenuity to contrive tools 
for breaking out of the place where he is given such" 
cultural advantages, by sending him out to feed the 
pigs or hoe the garden.

sent because they have broken the laws.

Miller''certainly 


knowa best about what is good for "hla boys." If he 
want* to feed them on Ice cream and cake, it Is not 
for outsiders to find fault.

THE MILESTONE MARKER. -,.

It will be. the zero point In Ne- 
braska from which distances to-the larger cities and 
town* will b* measured, and is the third similar stone 
to b* placed in the United States, the first-being 
authartitd for Washington, D. C., by congress, 
s Thf ston« will be mottled 
brown granite, topped 


with a coniipAM pointing to UM four directions. On 
•n« side will be emblems of the four service men's 
organizations in the olty and that of the Lincoln 
Auto club. 
On the other will be the inscription, 


"Official Milestone; Lincoln the Hub of the Uni- 


verse," and below the names of th« members of the 
council. Here will also be a bronee covered iiyagon 
drawn by'an ox-team. 


The unveiling plans contemplate an elaborate pro- 


gram, Including addresses by prominent Nebraskann, 
with mayors of the cities and towns as guests. While 
In the city they will be entertained at a luncheon at 
the Chamber of Commerce, and a trip through the 
new capltol.

Other cities and towns in the state are contem- 


plating 'locating similar stone*, and those between 
Lincoln and' Plattsmouth will likely be among" the 
first. -.Cities'•In other states «Jeo are taking up the 
markers and rlt will not be lonr before there t« an 
unbroken chain of them across the continent, with 
Lincoln the hub, It being the third city marked and 
the only city of "importance that can logically be 
called the center of America, eas» and west /This 
will naturally bring hundreds of tourist* Here annu- 
ally who now are traveling other routcm-especlally 
if a free bridge !» built at Plattsmouth.

It Is important that the milestone marker be lo- 


cated at the proper place. In choosing the spot every 
consideration should be given to the -future; every 
precaution should be taken, to guard 'against it be- 
ing to one side of the city a. few wears hence.

office," capltol, - residential suction,. court house, and 
business center of the future will be .considered. The 
city council should not be hasty In reaching a definite 
conclusion. 


SAMUEL C. BAS5ETT. 


Samuel C. Bassett, who passed away at his home 


near Gibbon, was one of Nebraska's most dis- 
tinguished pioneers. He came to the state in 1171, 
after sen-ing in the Civil war, and Instead of re- 
maining in the more settled eastern counties, went 
to B'uffalo county and took the homestead which pro- 
vided him his home for the remainder of his life. 


Mr. Bassett was a public-spirited man. 
He was no less busy and occupied than the other 


men who shared the hardships and burdens of pion- 
eering but in spite of It he found time to perform a 
great amount of community service. 


He served twice in the state legislature wherexhis 


Influence was much felt in the shaping of legislation. 
One little incident which occured during his last 
term in the lawmaking assembly furnishes a splendid 
index of his high courage and character. In the ses- 
sion of 1911, a formidable movement was launched 
for the removal of the state capita! from Lincoln. 
The principal support for' it came from Hall, Buffalo, 
and some other central Nebraska counties, in -the be- 
lief that if put on wheels, the capitol would eventually 
be located at some point in that section. 
Although 


representing Buffalo county, Mr. Bassett refused to 
be misled by, the campaign. He knew that Kearney 
did not have, a chance to get the capital and better 
still he knew' what was behind the removal fight. He 
knew fully that it was an effort to punish Lincoln for 
certain conditions which were not to the liking of cer- 
tain members of the legislature and other powerful in- 
fluences In the state. Mr. Bassett Jook considerable 
criticism for his positional the time, especially from 
he press in his own county, but he^lived to. see his 
ludgment vindicated, and to see those who had criti- 
cised him most, reverse their own attitude. 


In more recent years Mr. Bjp.ssett's advanced age 


prevented him from taking such an active part in 
state affairs. But Nebraska is deeply Indebted to him. 
He was one of the real builders of this very splendid 
state.

PlftVERTCQ APPETITES. 
Do you suffer from allotrlophagia? Tou 
do if you crave to eat 


chalk, clay, lead pencils or other thing* that, are not foods. Allotrlo- 
phagla is a perversion of appetite (Jhe flrat part of the word meaning 
Strange, and the last -part, "phagla," to eatO The common name for the 
condition is Pica. 


Unless, you are mentally defective (and the fact that you have the 
sense to read this column rules that out!) you are. most likely buffering 
from lack- of minerals in 'your diet, although a diet sufficient in other 
element* may also produce strange appetites, 
Pica is not unusual among animals. Wool eating by sheep, feathei 
and egg eating by caged birds and poultry, are well known animal 
picas. Some animals even seem to relish the taste of their own young, at 
time*. (This Is known as Infantophagla.) 
I , knew a cat once that 
did that. (She wasn't my cat:) 


African cattle 'sometimes develop a condition of perverted appe- 
tite* known as osteophagla (oiteo. bone); they will eat dry wood, stones 
and even gnaw at each other's horns. They do this when the pastures 
are dried up. It has been found that they never do it when .the pastures 
are good.

Borne -work done 'by'Dr. Green and his • associate* at the Veterin- 
arian's Research, Cretorlc, South Africa, has thrown light on this os- 
teophagla in animals. It was shown that the disease is due to a phos- 
jphorus deficiency and that the addition of foods high In phosphorus,

too low in phosphorus and calcium lime. • "When this isn't exprelsed in 
these picas, it will be expressed in ill health in other ways. 


Are you getting enough phosphorus and calcium1? You are if you 
are having, daily, a pint of milk, or milk products or dishes—cus- 
tards... soups, cheeses, etc.) this will safeguard your calcium Intake.) 
The fruits'and vegetables and eggs win give you more calciums. Milk 
and its products are also high in phosphorus; then there are nuts, baked 
beans, whole wheat, oatmeal, and so forth, that you can draw on for 
more phosphorus. 


Our diet is also apt to be deficient in iron, so remember, for iron, 


to include often In your diet spinach, string beans,,, cabbage, Brussels 
sprouts, celery, tomatoes, carrots, peas, potatoes, «pg yolks, -whole 
wheat, almonds, peanuts, walnuts and fresh, fruits. (While the fruits 
do not contain a high percent of Iron, the iron they do possess Is in a 
valuable form. This same thing applies to milk.) 
If you get sufficient of the foods containing phosphorus, iron and 


calcium, you will be getting~the other needed mineral elements and. the 
vitamins, especially if you eat a good share of the fruits and vegetables 
raw. (Scrub 'em well.)
